Powell arrived in Covingrton. Sun- 
day night with his prisoner froui 
Po! nac, Mich., to wliich point the 
negro had been tmoed and placed 
under nmsC. pending the arrfrnJ of 
rhe Kentucky officer. He was held 
in the Covin.^ton jail for safe-keep- 
m^. and started to Paris yesterday 
afternoon over the Louisville & 
Vsflhvflle, the o(R«er Intending to 
TC-Riain hero last ni^-ht. and tako 
ihe early tmin to Flemingsburg 
th'fc moinin?. Powell wired Chief 
of Police LiEik here of his intention 
a«d Mted hlm'-to meet htm at the 
L. & N. pasFengtr station in this 
city and help take the man to t-hp 
T*aris jail. Chit f Link inet them as 
agreed and started with them in his 
uitomobile to the JalL Whe« leav- 
ing the statkm they noticed they 
were being followed by an auto con- 
taining four men, but attached no 
.'-pecial eisnificance to it, proceed- 
ing on tMr wnsr. 

When at a point near the Windsor 
Hotel several autos il^hlcW* had been 
r-arok there dashed out • filled with 
men. Several of the mc4i got out oi 
:he machines, leveled revolver^? in 
!4ie faoee of the oAcers and whilo 
othei*£> disamied them, took the pris 
oner, and placed him m another 
auto, guarded by four men. The 
men told the officers they could get 
the handOTTffii that had been on the 
negro after they were through wit^ 
him and reduced him to ashe^i. 
Powerless, the officers could do 
nothing against an overpowering 
foreas. The abductors went on down 
to the Sail, where eeveral more au 
tor. oh 11 OP werr* stationed^ and with a 
ftniJ admanition to the officials to 
no* iry to follov. then\ the wholi 
bunch hastened out the Maysville 
pfhe, a«d were aoon loet to view. 
Sheriff Powell stated that be did not 
know any of the »r;en in the mob. 

From The smooih manner in 
which the forcible taking o£ the 
^riKmer from the oncers had been 
carried out it was evident that it 
iiad all been carefully planned and 
♦^very precautioi. taken to make U a 
success. The officials w*^re taken 
completely by surpri&e, and were 
disarmed before . they could even 
■rake a pretense of reststanee. The 
members of the mob were net dis- 
guised and proceeded about the hufe- 
ineM im hand with a cool, determin- 
ed that left no doi^t of 
their tetentlon to get the negro and 
take him awty. All the points of 
.antage wero covered, and no one in 
the Ticinity had an inkling of what 
«at shf*r|ljr to trail-' ^irc until the 
aefnal vomm waa hetag etaged. 

The **mob" was r- law-abidi'ig one 
in every resptct and was con plying 
with the provisions of Gr v. Morrow's 
new law. which required that pris- 
OMMi chMVid wfUt A erime of the 
nature of flhBHh'a 'ihoold be hung in 
the county In which the crime was 
eommitted. 

It was reported that th^ rac-b had 
stopped at MilMhsrg and hung the 
prieoner from the railroad bridge 
there, bat inquiry developed that 
such was not the case. They pro 
oeeded through Millersbure ai 
hreafcMck apeed and were evidently 
intending to proceed to Flemings- | 
burg or vicinity by a roonahout 
routp. 

The crime for which Smith wat> 
wanted was eomnUtted near Flem- 
ingsburg on the same day of th3 
riot at Lexington, on ^ehn^ry 
Smith made his escape, and had 
been heard of at different places on 
atferal occasions, but managed to 
(jait the vigilaaee of the police 
nam, ' through the elerer work of 
a detective agency, he was Anally 
located at Pontiac, Michigan. The 
FlemlaeebMrg officers were notified 
of his arrest, aad. extradition pa^ 
pars being obtained, Depotj Sheriff 
Powell was sfnt to bring him back. 
While in the Covington jail Smith 
«SaM to Sheriff Powell that he was 
iBoocent of the charge, but admii- 
led that he had been emplofed by 
the girl'.- father. In her sUtemeiit 
to her father a.nd the officers. Miss 
Aader^fon described Smith accurately 
feod told them that he had been at

Governor Morrow signed the bill 
r.f Senator Auxier to require county 
tax commissioners to visit the prop- 
erty of the taxpayers before wtH'^ffg 
assessment. The enactaiaht of this 
law puu the oDohtjr tax eommis- 
sioners in the^aaaM atatos In mak- 
ing assessment aa they ooeupled be- 
twreOiA timw tax laws were enacted. 

The florenior also signed the res- 
olution for the appointment of a 
commission to obtain an option on 
Federal Hill, in Nelson county, 
where Stephen C. Foster wrote "My 
Old Kentucky Home." 

The Bryson bill to legislate box- 
ing became a law without the signa- 
ture of the Grovernor. The bill cre- 
ates an athletic nommleafon to reg- 
ulate boxing. 

The Governor vetoed the bill of 
Serator Perry to regulatCK concerns 
making a business of dtivomng of 
bodies of dead anlwala» on the 
ground tliat*there is no necessity fo: 
the law. many objections to the bill 
and no corresponding benefits to be 
derived from it. 

The bill provides that the Statp 
veterinarian issue licen.ses to per- 
sons engaged in the business of 
gathering up and readerlag bodies 
of dead animals.

INUrr 00 TOBACC O CRAZY . 

Tobacco prices keep oa reaching 
new heights and breaking record. 

The farmer who raised a good crop 
of tobacco last year certainly made 
money, whatever may have been the 
lot of the farmer who grew grain or 
fed live stock. 

But because this is true, let us 
not lose our sense of proportion or 
forget the fundamentals of good 
farming. The demand for tobacco is 
likely to remain good for a year or 
two;' but a large increase in the sup- 
ply is to be looked for. Many farm- 
ers who have been growing tobacco 
are plaanlag to increase their acre- 
age, and the crop is belAg planted 
by many farmers who have not been 
growing it. There is danger here — 
a big crop might easily send the 
price down below the cost of pro- 
duction. 

The farmer who has found tobacco 
a good money crop can saefly plant 
it again this year — if he plants it as 
a money or surplus crop only. He is 
taking a dangerous risk if he pliints 
.so much tobacco that he cannot i ai.-o 
I lie wheat and corn, the hay and 
nuck, the hogs and cattle he need.- 
lor his own use. The only safe 
farn.ing is that which makes certaiji 
of the farmer's living first of all: 
;ind the farmer who expects to buy 
his living out of the proceeds of a 
tobacco crop is taking a gambler's 
( hance. Tobacco in moredation is all 
light; but this is no time to go 
tobacco crazy.

IJABLE TO mSIGTKENT 
UNUCENSEB BOGS 



An active campaign to rid the 
city and county of all unlicensed 
dogs will be undertaken by Sheriff 
Will G. McClintock and deputies, 
following the adjournment of the 
Bourbon Circuit Court. Dogs found 
withoat their license tags will be 
taken in charge and will be subject 
to the enforcement of the law. 
Scores of dog^ have already betjii 
killed by the officers, but hundreds 
yet remain. The records the 
office of County Clerk Pearce Paton 
fAthr that the number of licensed 
tas> applied for is several hundred 
short of a year ago, while it h- 
thought there are more dogs in the 
county now than ever before. The 
following letter has been sent to 
Sheriffs of all the counties: 

"Dear Mr. Sheriff: I desire to 
call your attention to the duties im- 
posed upon you in carrying out of 
the Dog Law, which law has been 
Fustalned by the Legislatiire. and ib 
in full force and effect on our stat- 
ute books. • ' 

"Every dog should be licensed, 
and when the owner falls to do so, 
he or she is a violator of the law, 
and is subject to the penalty there- 
under. Under the law it becomes 
your duty to seize and impound all 
t^nlicensed dogs or dogs running at 
large that are a menace to the live- 
stock industry. If you could give 
publicity to the fact that all un- 
licensed dogs are subject to being 
killed on sight, this would give the 
owners time to procure the license 
to protect their dogs. 

"If they do not license their dog, 
indictments will certainly be 
brought against them for violation 
of the law. and you are called upon 
to do your duty as prescribed by the 
iaw.

Hazelwood Sanatarium is now a 
State institution for tubercular pa- 
tients, according to the biU passed 
by the General Aisembly last week. 

The Sanatarium is one of three in 
Kentuclcy, but it is the only one 
which has been receiving people 
from over the entire State, as tho 
other two are open only to county j 
cases. The law provides that the j 
county from which tne patient | 
comes shall pay for his treatment if j 
he is not able to do so. 

The Federal Government offered j 
to buy Hazelwood as a Sanatarium 
for its ex-service men. However, it 
was thought better to keep it as a 
State institution for the need of 
those who oould not reeeive treat - 
ment under any other circumstan- 
ces. 

Haielwood was formerly maiu-< 
tained and financed by the Loul^ 
ville Anti-Tuberculosis Association, 
which In turn Is fiitanced by the 

W.^lfare League. Since the Sanata- 
rium has been taken over by the 
'state, the Association is planning a 
I progressive educational program to 
' ne carried out. iirst. through the 
j<;ily and tlien ilirv)ugh the State in 
i regard to the w-liite plaj;tie. wluch is 
more prevalent in. Kentucky than in 
i any oihei- Stale in t!if country. 
Archibald MacDonald, of Seattle, 
has been secured a.H Executive Sec- 
retary and the program will be 
financed by the funds which are 
now at hand and which have osn- 
i lly been spent on Haslewood.

CalU Critics De»lruclioniit«. 

"It is not necessary to pause to 
diseoas the details of the Treaty of 
Peace and the League of Nations. 
The crucial test of those who discuss 
the League of Nations consists in the 
attitude, whkh they disclose. Is the 
attitude eykipaOwtie and helpful, or 
is it partisan and critieal? is the pur- 
pose constructive or destmetivck? Is 
an honest attempt being made to'for- 
ward this great project or is it the 
purpose to hamper those who are en- 
gaged in the work so that the whole 
plan may fall into confusion and be- 
come ineffective? 

"The war had set a great task for 
the statesmanship of the world. The 
best thought of the world demanded 
that serious attempt be made by the 
leaders of the Allied Governments to 
formulate a Treaty of Peace, which 
should pirevent the recurrence of 
war. Every rightful impulse of the 
human heart was in accord with that 
purpose. In the face of the gnreatest 
problem in the world, Republican 
leaders saw fit to remember only 
that they were Republicans. 

"Many a time in history men have 
had an opportunity to speak for the 
freedom of a country or of a people, 
but never before, since time began, 
have statesmen been afforded the op- 
portunity to speak for tta fw i d a iii 
of the world. 

"The issue involved the highest 
considerations of morality and hu- 
manity. The opportunity for a serv- 
ice was as great as tim need of the 
world, and the failure to render it 
must stand as a reproach for all the 
time. I cannot understand how peo- 
ple differ about these things. Have 
we not learned anything from this 
great international cataclysm? Is 
the world to slip back to the place 
in which it was before the war? Has 
statesmanship no remedy to offer to 
American peopla and to the p te ple 
of the world? 

Peace Dream Of Ages. 
"From time immemorial men have 
dreamed of peace. Poets have sung 
it. Philosophers have written about 
it Statesmen have, discussed it. 
Man avwywhertt haver hoped Hiat the 
day mii^ come when warn no longer 
would be necessary in the settlement 
of international differeneas. It has 
been the dearest dream that ever 
crossed the night of man's dark 
mind. 

. "Think of the endless debt piled 
on the back of a stricken world. 
Think of the shattered villages and 
the desolated fields, think of the 
7,000,000 dead. Think of the widows 
and the orphans of all lands. Think 
of the 14«000.000 of our fellow crea- 
tures whom just creep brokenly 
through a shattered life. Think of 
the pitiful and unnumbered thou- 
sands whose darkened eyes will 
never gaze on the sun again and who 
will know the faces of loved ones 
only through the touch of groping 
fingers — the only vision of the blind. 

"How can America's heart be clos- 
ed to these things? And yet what 
picture do we present today? A pic- 
ture of America, disposed to haggle 
ovor the terms of a treaty to which 
the rest of civilization has already 
assented. We present a picture of 
America reluctant to fulfill its legit- 
imate obligations. We sec America 
pictured as a nation preparing to ob- 
tain the advantages of a League of 
Nations without accepting any of its 
reisponsibility. We see the Senate, 
under the guidance of Senator 
Lodge, dealing with a question af- 
fecting the destiny of the human 
race, in a manner which indicates 
that partisaash^ is the controlling 
motive. 

O ppo a e ata CrIticlsW Wllsoa. 

"We behold men who criticised the 
President for taking six months to 
write the Treaty, unable themselves i 
to reach a reasonable decision with 
reference to its acceptance or rejec- 
tion after more than eight months of 
sterile debate^ We see our commerce 
which began to seek every port in the 
world, still hovering about American 
shores, unable to put to sea with the 
confidence that America has its 
heart behind the commercial ven- 
tures of its cftisendiip. 

"We find everjrwhere developing 
criticism, augmented antagonism, in- 
creasing partisanship and a general 
distaste for politics and politicians. 
America has paid and is still paying 
a staggering price for having elected 
a Republican Congress at the last 
election. 

"Had a Democratic Congress been 
elected, or a Congress in sympathy 
with the President, the Treaty of 
! Peace would long ago have been rati- 
fied. Innumerable avenues of trade 
and commerce would have been 
opened to American enterprise, and 
halted industry would have taken on 
n0w and hopeful life.
